But altho' Capt. King and Mr. Bligh agree in the Longitude 
of The Brothers from Luſipara, they diſagree very much in 
the Latitude, for Mr. Bligh aſſigns 5? 12' S, and Capt. King 
5? oi 8; Mr. Bayly makes the Lat. 5? 2' S8. notwith- 
ſtanding all three agree in the Latitude O 5? 21'S, and 
Capt. King has inſerted Mr. Bligh's Bearings and diſtance 
which gives 5 100 8.

Praiſe, I cannot, on this occaſion, refrain from paying due 
commendation to Capt. Monro of the Houghton, 1785, for 
the very circumſtantial deſcription of the North Watcher, 
inſerted in His Publick Journal, and for the many other 
uſeful obſervations and bearings it contains.

MS. laid down, alſo by the late Captain Ekeberg, 
from his own Obſervations ; a Copy was printed in 
the Stockholm Tranſactions, 1776, but the MS, which he 
obligingly communicated to. me, contained ſome ſubſequent 
corrections: I have marked the limits of this Chart by the 
letters E. E. E. E. In the Stockholm Tranſactions there is 
a Memoir concerning it, of which I ſhall hereafter give 
_ account.

which I received, at Cax rox, from a Chineſe Noquedah, 
in 1765. 


The Strait on the Eaſt of BAN kA is from a very antient 
Engliſh MS in my own poſſeſſion; This MS is in a Col. 
kction which formerly belonged to the late Mr. Weſt, 
Prefident of the Royal Society: One of them bears the 
name of Gabriell Tatton; I find no date any where, tho 
they are obviouſly from the earlieſt times of the Engliſb 
Oriental Navigation : BANK A was then named China Bata.

have connected this antient Ms, with Capt. Ekeberg's 
Plan, by ſome bearings of the Honourable Mr. Howe, and 
of Commodore John Watſon in the Revenge, 1764; and have 
united Mr. Robertſon's Plan, of Clements Strait, by theſe 
Bearings of the $ E Point of BANK a, aſſuming Captain 
Clements Latitudes, which are here about 4 or 5 more 
Nertherly than Mr. Robertſon's.

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I have been obliged to contract the extent, in the old Chart, 
between the S E and SW Points of BAN kA, to make it 
correſpond with Capt. Ekeberg*s Chart; and alſo to curtail 
a little piece of his 8? Point of BAN KA: Mr. Howe's eſti- 
mation of the diſtances of the Hills on the 82 Part of 
Banxa from Lufipara, would be more conſonant to the 
Old Chart than to Capt. Ekeberg's, as Mr. Howe reckons 
the Southern part of BAx x A nearer Laſipara than Captain 
Ekeberg deſcribes; but Mr. Howe's inference being merely 
from eſtimation of diſtance, without having ever been to 
the & Eaſtward of Luſipara, as Capt. Ekeberg ſeems to 
have been, I was unwilling to make ſo conſiderable an 
alteration 'in Capt. Ekeberg's Chart, without — and

I have followed the Old Chart for the Faſt Coaſt of 
BAx kA in general, but have added, as well as I could, 
the dangers ſeen by M. Crozet, in the Maſcarin, 1773: 
I received from M. Df Apres, a copy of this part of the 
Journal, accompanied with ſome Vieus of Land, and two. 
Plans; the one of the Ea Coaft of Banxa, which I have 
already publiſhed ; The other, which I now publiſh, is a 
ſeparate Plate of the Maſcarin's Track along the Eat Coaſt 
of BAN kA, and round BitLtiTon; but they diſagree fo 
extremely, that I think one or both muſt be confidered 
as very defective. I muſt alſa obſerve that the Maſca- 
rin's Track, inſerted in the Sufplement to the Neptune 
Oriental, does not exactly correſpond with the MS. before 
mentioned: I was obliged, for the "_— compariſon, to 
extend M. Crozet's MS Chart From 2 Fe to 3 Inches to 12

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I have, in the: ſame Plate, inſerted, from M. n 
copy of Gaſpar's Track, 1766. 


Clements Strait is taken entirely from Mr. TER 
Chart; I thought it deſerved to be publiſhed on a 
larger ſcale, this I have accordingly done on 2 ſeparate 
Plate. 


Captain Hurle, in the Macklesfield Gally, 1703, coming 
from Cx1na, fell in on the back of BANK A, as Therntor 
mentions, and paſſed to the E2/# of that and; I have 
found the Log-Book of this Ship at the India Houſe, but it 
is unaccompanied with any Chart; though Captain Hur/e 
prefers this Paſſage greatly to the Strait of BAnxa. | 


Captain Lewin, in the Suffolk, 1760, bound to CIA 
from BATAvi1a, paſſed alſo by this Strait; he made the 
Scharvogel Iſlands to the 8 E of Billiton, but there is no 
ſketch accompanying. his Journal, which is very undeſcrip- 
tive, but they met neither danger nor difficulty. 


In December, 1784, The Sulivan, Captain Williams, 
and, in January 1785, The Poy/borne, Captain Hammet, and 
the Hawke Captain Rivington, coming from CnIx A paſſed 
to the Eaft of BAN KA. I cannot learn that any Sketch 
was made, on board of either of theſe Ships, of their paſſage; 
and I deſpair of being able to do it from the Journals ; but 
I have thought it proper to annex Extracts, as ſome Shoals 
were ſeen in the Sulivan and Hawke which deſerve attention. 


I am indebted to Mr. Nott for ſome very elegant VIEW'S 


of the Lands taken on board the Ponſborne, but I cannot at 
preſent 
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preſent publiſh either theſe or what others I have con- 
cerning the I/lands, &c. in Clement“ Strait, although I am 
indebted for ſeveral to Captain Clements, Captain Fraſer, 


Mr. Welladvice, Mr. Robertſon, and Mr. Chriſtie. 


I have no doubt, in a few years, that the Paſſage on the 
Eaft of BanxA will be more commonly practiſed than the 
Strait of Bax KA; particularly homeward bound late in 


the Seaſon: indeed it is much ſhorter outward-bound, for 
at preſent Ships go Weſtward, through the Strait of 


BANKA, and then Faſtward; whereas, the Track to the 
Eaſtward of BAN KA, falling into the Rout of the 2d Fleet, 
1781, between the Anambas and Natunas, will carry Ships 
almoſt in a ſtraight line to P? Condor. 


There being a very great diſcordancy in the different 
deſcriptions of the Shoals to the Eaſtward of Birriton, I 


have given the different Plans ſeperately: On one Plate, 


The Track of the Hector, Captain Williams, 17 59, laid down 
from the Journals; I have inſerted in this Plate, That Ship's 
Log-Track, to denote the great deviation arifing from the 
Current. One Plate, as before mentioned, contains 
M. Crozet's Track in the Maſcarin, 1773. One Plate 
contains two different Plans of the Elephant and Camel, 
1759, both communicated by the deceaſed M. D'. Apres; 
and three of the Oſterly, 1758, one from the MS left 
at Canton; another from Mr. Powell s MS, for which, 
and many other favours, I am indebted to Mr. William 
Herbert, of Cheſhunt: 'The other was laid down from 
the Journals, with the aſſiſtance of the Charts. 


A Plate 
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A Plate containing the 82 Coaſi of Bade, laid down 
by my old Friend, Captain George Baker, then an Officer 
in the Porto- bella Sloop, 1751, contains that Veſlel's Track 
on the Eaſt of Bir Tiro, ſome of the Hands off which 
they ſaw. The Swallow Sloop of War, Captain Speke, 
alſo in that year H amongſt theſe: 1/ands, which he de- 
ſcribes to be 15 more in number than marked in the 
Chart: that report confirms how little they are known, 
and warrants my not attempting to expreſs them in the 
Chart, to which this Memos particularly belongs. 


The Chart, of Banxa and BILLITON, publiſhed in the 
early Editions of Van Keulen, has many circumſtances which 
deſerye attention, although it is too diſſonant to the Modern 
Obſervations, to connect with them, I have therefore 
thought it —_— to engrave it by itſelf, having reduced 
it from 3 r to 3 inches to 1? to bring it to a uniform ſcale, 
for ready compariſon.

Yeſterday ſteering alongſt the Coaſt of Banca, we found it 
altogether as good as the Plaiet ſheweth ; the ſoundings as N

Obſervations on the 8TRAIT of BAN KA, 
by 


Carl Guſtaf Ekeberg. 


One ſhould think, that the way to the Eaſt Indies, 
which moſt European Nations ſo long time have gone, 
ought to be well known: new diſcoveries are ſtill fre- 
quently made, which engage the attention of Navigators. 
In the narrow Straits of Bax KA I have particularly made 
ſeveral Obſervations, which I have compared with the 


Charts, and Obſeryations of other Navigators, and which 
I now intend to lay before the Public. 


Old and imperfe&t Portugueſe and Dutch Manuſcripts, 
and Sea Charts, with Engliſh and Dutch Pilot books, were 
for a long time the Guides of Navigators. He that once 
had gone this way, or had a Log-book, ſteered exaQly the 
Courſe preſcribed therein, without troubling himſelf. with 
new trials, untill Captain D*Apres de Mannevillette about 
the year 1750 * made this way more known by Obſerva- 
tions collected from many Log-books, and from thence, he 
with great care made up his Routier General or Neptune 
Oriental, which Mr. Herbert fince hath tranſlated into 

Engliſh with ſome additions. 


It was not an eaſy thing to make up a compleat Chart 
out of thoſe collected obſervations. The ready miſtakes

made in judging of diſtances by the eye, and the ſmalleſt 
inaccuracy in obſerving the bearings by the compaſs, pro- 
duced great many unavoidable errors. The currents made 
the courſe of the ſhips ſo uncertain, that it was impoſſible 
to fix the ſituation of the points of land with certainty. 
Such imperfections muſt be corrected by attentive Naviga- 
tors, repeatedly making and diligently comparing their 
new Obſervations with ſuch Charts as they have at hand, 
and then properly altering and laying down the bearings 


on them. In this manner have I proceeded in what I now 
offer to the Public. 


Both by Obſervations of Latitude, and repeatedly taking 
Bearings, I have found the ſituation of the Seven Islands, 
Pulo Docan and Toty to be WSW and ENE : in the Charts 
they are laid down Eaſt and Weſt; knowing the difference, 
one may in dark weather have a more certain direction 


from Pulo Taya, how to ſhape the courſe towards the 
Straits. 


The North Coaſt of BAx kA is not more known, than 
that its uncertain ſhape is copied in the Charts one from the 
other, but in all placed too far South from Docan I have 
ſeen a high Hill of Ir SSE, and from the Seven [1/ands the 
ſame Hill SE, but never from any part of the Straits, where 
by the Charts the diſtance ſhould be ſhorteſt. This Caf?

Taking the Latitudes from the particular Chart of the Srxalr of BAxx A, for 
that and the General Chart do not exactly agree. 
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Mouth of the Straits one can ſee that this Coaſt bends NE, 
furrounded at the three ſmall Islands by many ſhoals and rocks. 


Such dangers fortify the BAN kA /ide, within the Straits; 
many ſunken rocks, extended Spits and Shoals ſteep to, are 
near the ſandy beach of Monepin, which at low water has 
not above £3 fathom water two miles from the land. 
A Navigator who was well acquainted with this place, 
aſſured me that theſe /hoals extended from the rock Fredric 
Henric till very near the IJsland of Nana. No body has 


ventured to go out of the Channel laid out with ſoundings 
in the Chart, 


Oppoſite on the SUMATRA ſide, near to the Fourth Point, 
is ſituated a how bank, with 1: fathom water, which is not 


to be found in the Charts; this is fo much more dangerous, 
as there is 11 fathom cloſe by it. 


The Firſt Point of SUMATRA makes this Strait much 
narrower oppoſite the Lallari Points, than the Charts have it. 
The Ships going into the Straits may be greatly deceived 
by this miſtake; one ought [not] to leave the Island of 
Lus1PARA, and go over to the SUMATRA fide, untill the 
 Parmi/ang-mountains are concealed behind the Fir/# Point, 
which according to the Charts hardly can be done; the 
Coaſt of SUMATRA above this Point has a bending to 
Weſtward, which the Coaſt of Bax kA ought to follow in 


the ſame manner, and thus the Charts differ very much 
from the true ſhape of the land in this place.

The Sandbanks, which North of Lusir ARA almoſt ſtop 
the Channel, ſhew themſelves differcnt from what the Charts 
deſcribe either by the ſurf breaking on them, or by ſome 
being quite dry at hu water in the Spring tides: The 
Weſtermoſt point of the weſtermo/# bank lies NWÞN from 
LusIPARA, and can cafily be found in this direction by a 
boat ſent out for that purpoſe, and to lye at 43 in proper 
depth without the edge of the Bank, the Ship can then eafily 
avoid all danger. Oppoſite this bank on the SUMATRA 
Side is a muddy reef extended; between theſe two is the 
narroweſt and ſboaleft place, ſo that at low water, the Ships 
have ſcarce four fathom cloſe to the Channel, which ſhould 
not be ſandy bottom, a ſign that one is too much Eaſt; 
ſeft mud is a mark of becing to near the SUMATR A fide. 


In no Charts or deſcriptions is any Channel to the Eaſt 
of Los ir ARA mentioned, nor have I, from the Patjallings, 
which ſwarm in this Strait, been able to get any informa- 
tion of ſuch a thing. * I have twice been drove by the 
current at night through deeper water over to the BANK A 
ide, almoſt paſt Lusiraxa., The breadth of the Straits, 
the depth of the water, and no viſible danger ſeemed to 
promiſe a fair and wide channel. If the Seafon that was 
too far advanced, had permitted me to ſtay a little longer, 
I ſhould have liked to make a trial of this paſſage.

Thirty miles SSE from Lus1PARA is a large Sand-bank, 
not yet noted in any Chart. In avoiding the Tree-Island, 


I unexpeRedly fell in with this bank, juſt where the Charts 
promiſe 14 fathom.. This made me believe that I was in the 


neighbourhood of the Tree-Is/and, but as it was not to be ſeen 
from the maſt-head, I ſearched for deeper water by a 
more Eaſterly courſe. The difference of the ground makes 
it known: This Bank has a fine grayiſb ſand, the other a 
coarſe red gravel. The broad ſand- and- mud-bank, which 
from this Island is extended along the Coaft of SuMaTRA, 
is neither to be found in the Charts. 


I have obſerved the Spring-tides to riſe 18 feet in this 
Strait. The flood runs by LVs ir ARA North unto the 
lands of Nanka; the flood at the ſame time through the 
other end of the Strait runs South, and the tides meet at 
Nanka, or almoſt in the middle of the Straits, which not a 
litde favors the navigation through this Strait, running ge- 
nerally 4 miles in an hour, eſpecially in the wet Seaſon, 
when the river of Palimbang gives a large addition of water. 
The water on the SUMATRA fide. is always more muddy, 
and ſeems to feed the muddy banks on that fide. 


The whole Coaſt of SuMATRA through this Strait is Io, 
ſwampy and uninhabited, except at the Fourth Point, where 
ſmoaks in the foreſt are tokens of inhabitants; it is full of 
tall ſtraight trees.

On the firſt low point, oppoſite 
Lu$1PARA, are young trees and low ſhrubs; I believe that 
I am not miſtaken, when I ſay that this is a new grown or 
lately formed Coaſt, and perhaps the ſoft and muddy bank 
may ſometime extend itſelf unto Lus ir ARA, and make it 
neceſſary for the Navigators to look out for another Channel. 
The Fir/# Point extends far; near it the depth increaſes; 
behind it to the Weſtward is a /arge cove unto two ſmaller 
points, farther in, upon the Coaſt towards the North, oppoſite 
the Parmſang-mountains in BAN K A, lyes the Second Point, 
which being very round, is only known by a tall tree, which 
is ſeen above the reſt. A broad muddy reef extends from 
this Second Point over the whole bay unto the Third Point, and, 
taking up half the Strait, makes it neceflary for the Ships 
to leave the Coaſt of SuuATRA, and follow the Coaſt of 
BANKA 'till the Inlands of Nanka. The Third Point extends 
as the Firſt, and the land ſtretches WNW from Thrs to the 

Fourth Point. At this begins the openings of the great river 
Palimbang, which by many windings is ſaid to extend above 
300 miles, and be navigable up *till the Dutch Factory. 
Cloſe to the Fourth Point is the before mentioned ſand-bank, 
but Weſt of it are muddy banks before every opening of the 
river. The trees are here ſhorter, but paſt the river 
Palimbang, the land is of the ſame nature as the before 
deſcribed Coaſt, through the whole Strazt, and ends at the 
Point Batacarang, oppoſite the Mountain Monapin. This Coaft 
retains ſtill its Joft muddy banks, which at the point project 
farther. The proper channel is here in 7+ fathom, and by 
carefully keeping within it, one 1s ſure not to be taken up 
either by the banks of Batacarang or the rock of Fredric

Henric which lye almoſt in the middle of the Straits. 
Cloſe to this Rock is a coarſe ſandy bottom in 14 to 15 fathoms 
depth; I have been told that there is not above 9 feet 
water upon it, though I know Ships, which have been, by 


the currents, droye over the place ſo marked in the Charts, 
in 4 fathoms water, 


_ The TLland of Bax KA is of a very different nature and 
ſoil; the Coaſt, though ſurrounded by reefs and rocks, is 
full of high Ridges in full verdure, and between them fine 
fruitful valleys, in which the inhabitants have built their 
Negerzes : farther off the land grows higher, where plenty of 
Timore is dug up, which is the only trade of the inhabitants. 
The mountain Monopin, which riſes in the Weſ#point of the 
land, is a good Landmark, particularly for the Ships, 
which enter the Straits from this. fide, and is to be ſeen 
from the [s/ands of Nana by the Ships going cut of the 
Straits : when it bears EbS,* it is a mark, that one hath paſt 
the Rock Fredric Henric.

by a reef the H place is under theſe Islands in 10 fathom, 
and, in the utmoſt neceſſity, water may be had out of a Pos!

ſunken racks make great attention neceſſary. Mid Hogs are 
plenty in this 7s/and; Tygers have alſo been ſeen. The 
mountain Parmiſang, nearly of the ſame height with Monopin, 
is on this fide a Landmark for Navigators; the Chaſt here- 
about is clear, and I have not found the tuo ſmall banks, 
at the point of this mountain, dangerous, though I have copied 
them from other Charts. The BAN KA Coaſt makes hete 
a break between the two Lallari Points, and bends aftet- 
wards SE, untill it is loſt out of fight by the Ships going 
this way; it is {till Full of hills, but the mountain Parmiſang, 
being the higheſt in this neighbourhood, is to be ſeen 
without Lus ir ARA, and is a good Landmark. Lvst- 
PARA is a Jong ſandy Island, ſurrounded by a large ſandy 
reef, and cannot be obſerved, at a diſtance, but by ſome tall 
trees growing in it.

We had but one Fhod in 24 hours, which makes it 
tedious working; The Ground is ſo ſoft that we run a

The Tide ebbs 18 hours, the firſt 12 with a ſtrong Stream 
and falls not above a foot, the laſt 6 hours it runs ſlower 


and falls more. The leaft water we had was 11 feet, and 
the Ship ſewed 12 or 2 feet.

The Flad riſes without ſo much as draining up, ſome- 
times The Ebb, or rather the Current out, runs ſo ſtrong 
we cannot run any thing out till 3 or 4 o'Clock in the 
morning when it is ſlack. The high water is now about 6 
in the morning, but it does not fall ſenfibly till eight, or paſt, 
though the ſtream then runs ſtrong out. Bent the B. Bower 
Cable to the 8.

The Dutch Steersman told us he had been aground; on 
this Mud Bank, and on the Hard Sand Bank in the Offing, 


which we were endeavouring to ſhun when we run aſhoar. 


He ſays, our Accounts make the Bank to lye much nearer 
ſhear, than it is; for it lyes 4 leagues off ſhoar, at leaſt, and 
bears SbE: E from Luſipara; He ſays, if a Ship does not 
bring Luffpara more Southerly than SSE, ſhe cannot touch 


the Bank, whereas the Wagoner ſays, the danger 1 is at the 
es SE.

To avoid Frederick Henrick People often go ſo near the 
Sumatra Shoar as to be uneaſy, to ayoid which, from the 
firſt Caſt 46, ſteer no farther Weſterly than SbW, and fo 
long as you keep under 10 fath. there is no danger. 


In Feb 1758, being ſent from the Caernarvon aboard a 
Dutch Sloop, I ſaw from thence Frederick Henrick, bearing 
in one with the kighe/t part of Monopin Hill, exactly ESE, in 
16 fath. diſt. from us about 4 miles, and from the Banka Shoar 
about 4 leagues, it appeared a little Black Rock, juſt above 
Water, being very ſmooth water at the time, ſaw no Breakers. 
The Maſter of Veſſel told me it was only to be ſeen at low 
water, and ſome times not then.

From a Dutch Pilot, whoſe flation had been for 16 Years 
to cruiſe in the Strait of BANK A, to wait the Ships of that 
Nation bound to Pallambang, when the Eaſterly winds blow, 
At Spring-tides, it Ebbs to the Northward 16 hours, and 
flows 8 hours; at Neap-tides, there is two regular floods 
and ebbs in 24 hours, and happens in ſome degree accord- 


ing to the Winds, as to their duration, the flood 6 hours, 


the ebb 8, or flood 5, and ebb ꝙ hours. 


Note, the flood is more or leſs ftrong as the SE Winds 
blow more or leſs; when the Weſterly winds blow, the 
contrary happens, the flood being ſtronger than the ebb, 


at neap-tides the flood is 8, the ebb 6 hours, according 


to the ſtrength of the Weſterly winds, the Flat off the 
SW Point of Monobin is 4 miles from the ſhoar, in ſemi- 


circle form about 4 miles in length, but pretty narrow, deep 


water between the Flat and the Main. Frederick. Henrick, 
the Rock, at neap-tides ſhows a forked Reef on the ſurface 
of the water.
